Shrouded in blankets, ‘om body ot Mrs. 
Rosa Ganka was smuggled from the Saratoga 


dence on the west side. Only a few minutes 
before the young woman. who was an heir- 
ess, had taken poison, dying in the arms of 
the husband to whom she had just beef rec- 
onciled. ‘ihe husband, pracuecally torced 
from the hotel, he declares, rode alone beside 
the body of his wife. When the dwelling was 
reached the cab driver helped carry 
the body into the house, from which the 
young: woman had gone twelve hours 1 
without a hint of suicide. . 


Stirs Coroner to Action. 

These were the features of a case which 
roused both coroner and police to sudden 
activity in the morning. The first step was 
the arrest of Fred J. Ganka, the husband, 
but he was released when all the circum- 
stances were learned. Then the coroner de- 
manded to know why the law had been vio- 
lated in moving the young wife’s body. He 
ordered the hotel physician and manager as 
well as Ganka to attend the inquest today 
and explain their acts. 

“The law has been ignored,” Mr. Traeger 
declared last night. Some one should be 
punished for this case.“ 


Three Years After Elopement. 

The remarkable climax of Mrs. Ganka's 

life ended three years of married life which 
began with an elopement to St. Joseph, Mich., 
when she was 16 years of age. She left her 
husband last summer and recently began suit 
for divorce.

They see in the button 
the badge of the union and hold that the 
company is anxious to have it discarded in 
order to break their organization. 

Officials of the company disclaim any such 
Purpose and say the order was issued be- 
cause men not wearing the button had been 
attacked and that rows over it have caused 
three deadly assaults and one death. 

Notwithstanding this explanation, officers 
of the union dectded at a meeting yesterday 
afternoon to send representatives to every 
barn on the system to protect the union men 
Who refuse to take out cars unless permitted 
tO wear the badge.

Say they will immediately hold a special 
meeting and order a strike. ) 

At the offices of the company no one in 
authority would discuss the trouble.

The democratic party is dead. was dead 
long ago, said Mr. Debs, still it has a mis- 
sion, as one wing of the capitalistic forces. 
Republican prosperity almost has run its 
course, and it nearly is time to shove-in a 


coming panic.“ 
Calls Socialism the Remedy. 

The speaker pointed to the toilers recently 
made idle by the closing of plants in all parts 
of the country. These men, he said, soon 
would become Ishmaelites, “ with their hands 
raised against every man and every man's 
hand raised against them.“ Socialism, he 
held, would prevent such periodical depres- 
sions in trade. 
A strike is a revolt,“ he said. ‘ There is 
no such thing as a peaceful strike, except the 
one which is a flat failure. The men on the 
Chicago City railway were as thoroughly 
organized as they would have been in 100 
years, and yet they lost their battle. I al- 
ways have been with the labor uniong, but it 
is time for them to learn that their meve- 
ment.is in process of evolution.

more aggressive godliness. M hen those four 


young bandits were growing up out on the 
northwest side and during the time they were 
running their career of crime I was preaching 
the gospel here in Chicago. I take it insome 
measure as a personal rebuke that I have not 
been a greater power for godliness. 

Ways to Check Crime. 
Three things seem possible for each man 
in his effort to check the carnival of crime: 
First, he can cease all defense of crime. 
There is no justification for a man’s taking 
the life of another or threatening the life 
of“another man. Every man who raised his 
voice against the use of the police during the | 
recent car strike, when their sole purpose 
was the prevention of crime, helped forward 
the spirit of lawlessness in the city. Astreet 
car employé declared this week that, in his 
judgment, any man ought to have his head 
broken who took another man’s job. It is 
just such a spirit that culminates in the mur- 
der of men like Mr. Fullenwider. It is time 
for sharp condemnation of crime, whatever 
its pretense or defense. 

„ Second—Every man can insist on the en- 
forcement of the laws as they now are. We 
are not suffering for the lack of laws; we are 
suffering from a contempt of law, which has 
come through the nonenforcement of well 
known laws. It is easy to denounce our po- 
lice, but it is palpable that they have not 
the support which they have a right to ex- 
pect from the citizenship as a whole. * 

‘“‘ Third—Every man can throw himself with 
all his power into the many movements which 
make for the development of the spirit of 
righteousness in the city. The difficulty is 
the evil of the hearts of men. There will be 
no final cure unti! that evil is eradicated.”

After all none of us has a right to cast a 
stone. The present system is in a great 
measure our own fault. We talk and talk, 
but neglect to cast our votes.

When politics is lost sight 
of then we will be able to turn our attention 
to the reform of our police and penitentiary 
systems.

Supt. Cooley Seys School Children’s

PLAN IS FEDERAL ARBITRATION. 


Volney Foster Prepares Bill 
for a National Tribunal for 
Labor Disputes. 


Volney Foster of Evanston has prepared 
a bill for submission to congress which pro- 
vides for a natienal arbitration tribunal, to 
have pawer to decide disputes between labor 
and capital. The principal feature of the 
p ed measure ig a provision that if 
either party agrees to submit its dispute to 
the tribunal for arbitration and then re- 
fuses to accept the decision of the tribunal. 
the whole testimony in the case shall be 
made public if the other party to the dispute. 
which accepted the decision of the tribunal, 
gives its consent. A similar penalty of pub- 
licity is to be inflicted in cases of refusal to 
submit disputes to the tribunal. 

The tribunal is to consist of six members, 
one of whom will be the secretary of com- 
merce and labor, and the others to be ap- 
pointed by the president. The members are 
to serve during six years and receive a salary 


“The bill, if adopted, will de a sort of 
burning glass, held in place by our gov- 
ernment, conveying, with continually mul- 
tiplied force, the power of public opinion 
against the recalcitrant contestant,” said 
Mr. Foster. We never can have compul- 
story arbitration as it commonly is under 
stood. I believe that. by the provisions of 
this act, it will be found as effective in the 
settlement of disputes between labor and 
capital as would be the decisions of our fed- 
eral courts, by our regular army. 
The bill exists now only in the form ot a 
printer’s proof, which has been submitted 
for advice and suggestion many of the 
leading thinkers of the country.” |

DOCTORS CONTRACT FEVER 
WHILE ATTENDING PATIENTS. 


Five Physicians Now Included in List 
of Victims of Disease in Butler, Pa.— 
Epidemic Increases. 


Butler. Pa., Dec. 6—Another doctor was 
stricken with typhoid fever today. Dr. Heil- 
man, who came to Butler from Kittaning, is 
the latest victim of the disease. Five phy- 
sicilans are now on the fever list, the four 
others being Drs. Neeley, Harris, Minter, and 
McAdoo, 

No authentic report of the number of new 
cases of typhoid fever that developed in the 
city today could be obtained. The chairmen 
of ward committees reported eleven that 
they had heard of. but the men had no oppor- 
tunity to ascertain the full number of cases. 
The total of the day probably will run from 
fifteen to twenty. Only one death occurred. 
The total number of fever cases reported 
up to date js 1,186, and the total number of 
deaths resulting from typhoid thirty-three; 
there are three cases of diphtheria and three 
of scarlet fever under quarantine in the town; 
200 families have received aid and $2,500 has 
been issued for this purpose; 100 trained 
nurses have been employed, two hospitals 
have been established, and the total expenses 
of the week amount to 38.000.

Head of Roman Catholic University at 
Washington Escapes Unharmed, 
While Cab He Was in Is Smashed. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 6.—[Special.]— 
Mer. O’Connell, rector of the Roman Catholic 
university, narrowly escaped being killed 
tonight when the cab in which he was riding 
was demolished by an electric car. Daniel 
Halion, the cabman, who was at first thought 
to be killed, escaped with a sprained arm.

Reports from the Industries. 

Custodian Redieske yesterday stated that 
during the last two days of the week the 
heads of the industrial departments of Zion 
had been more active than before in making 
reports. Al) but four of them have been 
heard from. This gives some idea of the re- 
sources of the wity, but as yet the figures 
necessary to a report have not been com- 
piled. 

Redieske says that while he has an idea 
of the amount of money in the bank, and 
the sums to be turned in by the industries, he 
will give out no figures until the report is sub- 
mitted to Judge Grosscup next Tuesday. 
He has no hesitancy, however, in stating 
that there is not enough money in all Zion to 
satisfy half of the claims of the creditors,’ 
and that if Dowie d depending on resources 


receivership will stand, a long time. 


Cash Receipts Are Small. 

As to Dowie's outside resources nothing is: 
known. The general stores have reported to 
the receivers’ accountants almost 352.000 in 
coupons received. In the same period the 
cash receipts were $18. The lace mil! is re- 
ported to be at a standstill, and no goods are 
being turned out. This, it is said, is because 
of difficulty in obtaining the raw material.” 
The hotel has, up to the present, reported $85 


cash receipts. 
It also is stated that three-fourths of the 


‘men employed in the industries of, Zion City 


are idle. They go to their work and they 
remain on duty all day earning their wages, 
but they do nothing, for there is nothing for 
them to do. In order. to fill in time Dowie 
goes to the mills and stores week days and 
conducts meetings of the employés. In the 
lace mill last Thursday a meeting lasted two 


hours. 
Test of Zionites' Fidelity. 

“The present trouble in which Zion is 
ingulfed is a test which has proved the hero- 
ism and courage of the members of the 
Christian Catholic church.” 

This was the theme of Dowie's sermon yes- 


terday afternoon, which lasted an hour and a | 


half, and was almost entirely taken up with 
praise for his followers for not deserting him 
while he is in trouble. The stormy note 
which. pervaded the talk last Wednesday 
night was considerably ‘toned down.

“ The first that I learned of the death of 
Mrs. Ganka was hours af ter her body had 
been carried away from the hotel where she 
died. It seems as if the hotel authorities, the 
house physician, Dr. Da vid, and the friends 
and relatives of the woman did all that they 
could to hide the details of death. 

“From what I learned in the afternoon, 1 
am convinced that the case is one of suicide. 


others in, a case where murder was done the 
hands of the police and of the coroner would 
be tied. I shall certainly summon the hotel 
men, Dr. Davis, and the husband and all 
others who had knowledge of the death be- 
fore me tomorrow.” anh 
Says Stories Are Different. 

Coroner Traeger said that the hotel au- 
thorities and the relatives of the woman toid 
different stories of the events before the 
taking of the woman from the hotel to her 
former home. 

“The manager of the hotel told me,” said 
Mr. Traeger, that he was asked to send 
the body to the home of the woman's rela- 
tives. The relatives told me that the man- 
agement of the hotel and the doctor who at- 
tended the woman insisted that the body be 
taken from the hotel before daybreak. I 
have a box containing poison Which the rela- 
tives and the hotel people declare contains 
poison like what the woman ewallowed. I 
have also a medicine bottle and the state- 
ments of several witnesses.

Statement of Hotel Manager.

She was 
always a favorite, ard attracted attention 
wherever she went. She was an orphan and 
heiress to considerable property when, as 
Rosa Bemis, she met Ganka at a dance three 
years ago. Both became infatuated. Two 
weeks after the first meeting Ganka called at 
the Woodruff home and asked permission 
to take Miss Bemis to a picnic. ‘Consent was 
readily granted, but instead of attending the 
picnic the two boarded a boat for St. Joseph 
and were married. 

By the death of her father, Dwight L. 
Bemis, when she was a young child the gir!

Inhales Gas Through a Tube and While

Father Explaining Motive—Attempt 
at Suicide Nearly Two Years Ago 
Failed—Man Aged 20—Letft a Wife, 
Wiom He Married in 18909—Acid 
Fatal te Woman, 


Fearing that he would be sent to an insane 
asylum, Arthur Herz, 5205 Prairie avenue, 
committed suicide in his place of business at 
27 Market street last night. Less than two 


years ago Herz made an unsuccessful at- 


tempt to end his life by shooting himself. 
When found by a watchman last night he 
was lying on the floor with a rubber tube 
in his mouth, the other end being attached 
to a gas jet. ; 

Herz, with his father, was in the paper 
stock business. The firm is known as J. 
Herz & Son. After going to the Brevoort 
house and writing a letter to his wife, Herz 
went to his office, adjusted the tube, and 
wrote the following note to his father: P 

My Dear Father: It ia better to end this way 
than in the asylum. My mind has gone back on 
me and I can't stand the strain. You have been 
too good to me and I can't reward you. This is my 
regret. If there is a God, may he preserve you. 

These words apparently were Wwruven ar 
Herz was sinking into unconsciousness On 
finishing the note he had made an effort to 
sign it, but failed. ; . 

Said He Would Kill Himeelf. 

Herz, who was 29 years old, resided with 
his father-in-law, Oscar Greenebaum. He 
left the house at 9 o’clock In the morning 
after saying that he would kill himself. 
When he did not return last evening, Mrs. 
Herz went to the Fiftieth street police station 
and asked the police to assist in finding him. 
Shortly before 11 o’clock last night the Cen- 
tral police were informed that a man had 
committed suicide at 27 Market street, and 
the body was identified as that of Herz. It 
was taken to 22 Adams street. ene 

The letter addressed to Mrs. Herz on Bre- 
voort house stationery.was sealed. It was 
found lying beside the body. The police re- 
fused to open it until the arrival! of relatives. 

Four years ago Herz was married to Miss 
Fannie Greenebaum, daughter of a member 
of the firm of J. C. Magill & Co. The cere- \ 
mony was one of the events of the season 
in Jewish society. The wedding took place 
at the Standard club. 1 

On March 20 last year Herz returned to 
his home two hours earlier than usual, went 
to his room, placed a revolver to his body and 
fired.

ing. Promotion hae indeed been largely 
checked. The New York Journal of Com- 
merce prints some significant figures as to the 
aggregate capitalization of new corporations 
with $1,000,000 capital or more during No- 
vember. According to its tables the total 
is the smallest for any month since the be- 
ginning of 1899, being only $56,100,000, as 
compared with $115,140,000 in November. 
1902. The total for the first eleven months 
of this year is $1,572,201,000, as compared 
with over $2,500,000,000 in the same period 
last year, $3,500,000,000 in 1901, and $2,- 
250,000,000 in 1900. 

Some overcapitalized combines have been 
brought nearer to a solid basis by the severe 
process of scaling down their market quo- 
tations, while other concerns could not stand 
this treatment and have gone to the wall. 
The old, well established concerns haye suf- 
fered little, if anything—railroads particu- 
larly- having had a successful year. 

Trade has revived and promises to be 
brisk, although the prices will be lower, ex- 
cept as regards cotton goods. Exports con- 
tinue plentiful, both of manufactured and 
farm products. Even Wall street, which 
was on the verge of a fainting fit a month

If some future historian shall write a 
history not merely of American policies and 
politicians but of the American people, he 
will describe as an epoch the years from 
1896 to 1903. For they are the years of a 
peaceful revolution™—the years when the 
debtor west paid off its debt to the creditor 
east. Until this present epoch the east has 
been ‘the west’s absentee landlord: The 
west could only make so much profit out of 
its fields and mines as was left after paying 
its landlord the interest on mortgages and 
the dividends on preferred stock. But in 
the late unprecedentedly prosperous period 
the. west has finally been able to earn itself 
out of debt. It will use its money hereafter 
to educate its own children, beautify its own 
homes, gardens, and cities. It will no longer 
work for another but for itself. | 


THE HIGH PRICE OF COTTON. 

European countries have long chafed 
under the dependence of their cotton spin- 
ners on the United States. They fret over 
it when there is a short crop here or when, 
through stock market manipulation, as was 
the case last summer, prices are run up too 
high. Many attempts are being made to 
emancipate the European manufacturers. 
Russia is raising cotton in central Asia. 
Germany is experimeuting in west Africa, 
Englishmen are trying to see what they can 
do in Ceylen. It would not be surprising if 
some of the many efforts to raise cotton 
should be a success. ee 

The cotton planters of the south should 
not be alarmed if that were to happen. The 
world’s demand for cotton goods is incteas- 
ing so rapidly that possible new supplies of 
the raw material hardly will do more than 
keep pace with it, and the American pro- 
ducers will continue to get fair prices for 
their product. This generation will not see 
America deprived of its supremacy in cotton 
raising, no matter how persevering and eu- 
ergetic Europeans may be. 3 

It would be better in many respects if the 
world were not so dependent on America 
for cotton, because the effects of high prices 
naturally due to a short crep or of artificially 
high prices due to the operations of specu- 
lators: are felt here about as keenly as they 
are abroad. The condition of the cotton in- 
dustry in the United States is not cheering. 
Goods are advancing in price, and mills are 
closing, or the wages of operatives are being 
eut down. Dear cotton is good for those 
planters whose crops have not failed, but it 
means uuvhappiness to a much greater pum- 
ber of people. If more cotton were grow 
in Asia and Africa there would be more em- 
ployment for American operatives and 
American consumers would not have to pay 
so much for cotton cloth and clothing. 

It may be that the government estimate of 
the cotton erop is too low. That has been 
the case generally. Two years ago the gov- 
ernment statistician was a little over 
1,000,000 bales out of the way. If he prove 
to be correct this time there will be a short- 
age in the world’s requirements of cotton of 
nearly 300,000 bales, with no reserves to 
draw on. That is the situation which is 
facing the cotton industry at home and 
abroad. |

They will be unwill- 
ing to refer the new question to a commis- 
sion or to arbitrators, because if they were 
to*do so they might encounter another de- 
feat. The validity of the Canadian conten- 
tion is not indisputable. It is based mainly 
ov vague treaties and charters which are 
centuries old. Furthermore, while Ameri-

DOMINICANS MUST SETTLE DOWN. 

The San Domingo Improvement company 
is an American corporation which has. 
claims of long standing against the Domini- 
can republic. \ The American government 
has been trying for some time to get them 
adjusted. The sum of $4,500,000 claimed 
by the corporation probably is excessive, but 
it is entitled to something. An arrangement 
was made with President Wos y Gil, who 
has just been deposed, for the appointment 
of an arbitration commission to decide what 
is fairly due, It is made up of John G. Car- 
lisle and Sefior Galvan, with Judge Gray as 
the umpire, and has begun its sessions. 

The Dominican member of the commis- 
sion was appointed by President Wos y 
Gil, and the revolutionists, who have driven 
him into exile, began objecting to aim, but 
the American minister ha» told them their 
objections are frivolous and cannot be en- 
tertained. It is reported now that before 
the men ‘who ousted Wos y Gil have had 
time to get firmly seated in the saddle other 
ambitious Dominicans have set a revolution 
on foot. These incessant appeals to arms 
may entertain the Dominicans more than 
dull peace would, but it is the desire of the 
United States that there shall be a stable 
government, so that whatever sums the arbi- 
tration commission may find due may be 
paid promptly. 
It may become necessary for the Ameri- 
can government to suggest politely but firm- 
ly to the Dominicans that they must stop 
their eternal fighting so they may be able 
to pay the debts which are owing to Ameri- 
can citizens and to those of other countries. 
The natural resources of San Domingo are 
great, and if developed, as they cannot be 
while revolution succeeds revolution, will 
make the country prosperous.

LETTER OF MARQUISE DE FONTENOY,

RINCE FERDINAND of Bourbon, only 
brother and heir of the duke of Orleans 
and heir of his pretensions to the 
throne of France, has just graduated 
from the Royal Naval academy at Ca- 

diz and received a commission as sublieuten- 
ant in the Spanish navy. Within the next 
few weeks he will be assigned to duty on 
board a Spanish man-of-war, which is to 
make a trip with him around the world, dur- 
ing the course of which he will touch at 
various American ports and visit the interior 
of this country, where he is Hkely to receive 
a friendly welcome from many of those veter- 
ans of the civil war who served with his 
father, the late count of Paris, and with his 
uncle, the duke of Chartres, on the staff of 
Gen. McClellan, whose son, the mayor of 
New York, will also be called upon to enter · 
tain him. 

The young prince, who is now in his twen- 


young fellow, as generous and as warm 
hearted as his brother, the duke of Orleans, 
is the reverse, and has inherited not only 
the greater portion of the wealth of his ma- 
ternal grandfather but likewise his title of 
duke of Montpensier. In him are centered 
all the hopes of the royalist party in France,

The duke 
of Marlborough has a couple of massive gold 
ice pails presented by Queen Anne to his 
ancestress, the famous Sarah, first duchess 
of Mariborough. Lord Derby has a choco- 


college, Oxford, has likewise a cup and cover 
of solid gold. But these are, according to 
recognized experts, the only pieces of actual- 
ly gold plate in existence in Great Britain. 
Nor is there any really gold plate in this 
country, and the so-called gold dinner serv- 
ices in the possession of the rich people are 
invariably made of silver gilt.

The duke of Leeds, who has been so badly 
injured while out hunting in the Shires, 
bears a title which is¥of especial interest to 
people in this country, as the seventh duke 
was the first peer of his rank to marry an 
American girl—namely: Louisa, daughter of 
Richard Caton of Maryland, and grand- 
daughter of Charles Carroll of Carrollton. 
She died in 1874, and was the earliest of 
American women to wear the strawberry- 
leaved coronet of an English duchess. 

The present and ninth duke derives his 
principal income from the manufacture of 
gin, and is the managing and principal part - 
ner of the leading firm of gin distillers in 
England, the principal distilleries of the so- 
called gin duke being situated in the Deptford 
district of London. He je descended from 
that London apprentice boy who, according 
to tradition, saved his master’s daughter 
from drowning, received as his reward the 
hand of the girl whom he had rescued. and 
eventually became the partner and heir ot his 
father-in-law, a man named Hewitt, Wh wag 
reputed one of the wealthiest merchants in 
the city of London. - 

This fortunate apprentice became in time 
Sir Edward Osborne and lord mayor of Lon- 
don. He bought an ancient manor house, 
and sent his t boys thither with their 
mother. The elder boy dutifully obeyed when 
summoned to his lessons one morning in a 
turret that flanked the building, but the 
younger, loitering, ** happened to light upon 
a cat with which he delighted to play, and 
crept after her to catch her under a heavy 
table In the room, the table being covered 
with a carpet hanging down to the floor.” 
The next minute, so thd story continues, “a 
terrible rush of wind overthrew the turret in 
which the elder boy and his tutor sat at work, 
crushing them to death. Supposing that both 
her sons were there, Lady Osborne fell into 
convulsions, One of the maids subsequently, 
running in a distracted manner from room 
to room in the uninjured portion of the man- 
sion, caught sight of a small boy peeping 
from under the table with a cat in his arms. 
Snatching him up. she carried him off to his 
mother, the little fellow exclaiming: I pray 
thee do not whip me.“ 

It is from this boy, who owed his life to a 
cat, that the duke of Leeds is descended, and 
it is ungrateful on the part of the Osborne 
family that they should not have commem- 
orated this service rendered to the family by 
a cat in their armorial bearings in the man- 
ner adopted by the earls of Derby and the 
dukes of Leinster. , 

The monkey on the latter’s coat of arms 
is there to recall the rescue of the heir of 
the Fitzgeralds In olden times from the burn- 
ing castle by a pet monkey, while, according 
to tradition, one of the ancestors of Lord 
Derby was saved in the same way by an 
eagle and cared for in the latter's nest along 
with its young eaglets. 

The dukedom of Leeds is an ancient one. as 
dukedoms go, the first duke having been lord 
high treasurer of England in the reign of 
King William III. It is a relatively poor 
peerage, and it is only the large income which 
the present duke derives from his gin dis- 
tilleries that enables him te support his title 
with befitting dignity. He has but one coun- 
try seat—namely: Hornby castle, down jn 
Yorkshire. It is a fine, castellated structure 
with an ivy mantled tower. has been in pos- 
session of the Oshorne family for 300 years, 
and stands in a fine park of several thou- 
sand acres. 

The duchess, a sister of Lord Durham. is an 
exceedinely clever and brilliant woman, who 
has published several books, including one 
which went through a number of editions. en- 
titled “‘Capriccios.’” Although e has no

The duke of Sussex, the 
duke of Kent, and King George IV., while 
still heir apparent. all married women of 
nonroyal birth, and, thanks to this mar- 
riage act, drawn up to meet the case, the 
marriages in question were regarded as of 
no account from a legal point of view. 

It is fortunate for King George IV. that 
this was the case. For otherwise his mar- 
riage in 1788 to the lovely Mrs. Fitzherbert. 
a lady of ancient family, of wealth and of 
spotiess character, would have excluded him 
from succession to the crown owing to the 
fact that she was a Roman Catholic. The 
certificate of her marriage is still in exist- 
ence in the vaults of Coutts’ bank in London.

TRUCE IN HUNGARIAN HOUSE.

The order continues: No publication, 
either by newspapers, pamphlets, or hand 
bill, reflecting in any way upon the United 
States and the state of Colorado or its offi- 
cers, or tending in any way to influence the 
public mind against the government of the 
United States and the state of Colorado, will 
be permitted. 

“Any person or persons failing to surrender 
arms, equipments, and munitions of war

CHICAGO MUST HAVE ONE, SAYS 
R A. WHITE. 


Preaches in Stewart Avenue Church 


trained Teachers in Present Time as 
Bad as Physicians or Lawyers With- 
out Speelal Kuowledge of Their 
Professions, the Minister Holds. 


A plea for the Chicago Formal school was 
made yésterday by Dr. R. A. White, speak- 
ing in the pulpit of the Stewart Avenue Uni- 
versalist church. ‘After referring briefly to 
the injunction suit started to restrain the 
expenditure of money onthe new bullding, he 
continued: 

The old Normal bullding is down. Pre- 
vent the erection of a new building and your 
normal school is hopelessly crippled or de- 
.Stroyed. Your normal school destroyed, your 
supply of teachers must come frem two 
sources: First. from your high schoo.s, going 
directly into the schoolrodm. Your teaching 
force would be composed of men and women 
without professional training. When educa- 
tion was a simpler thing than now this might 
have passed muster. But with the Increased 
complication of educational methods and 
motives it would be about as wise to let 
teachers into our schools without profes- 
sional training as it would be to dispense with 
medical and law schools and turn high school 
boys and girls loose in medicine and law. 
“The other source is your few country or 
state normal schoo.s or your colleges. Neither 
source will meet the needs of a great city 
like Chicago. 
In fact, destroy the normal school and you 
knock the fou dation from under an up to 
date school system in Chicago. As weil de- 
stroy your medical schools and expect to get 
good doctors; your law schools and expect 
capable lawyers, as to get good teachers 
without professional] training. Is there some 
power in this city interested in discrediting. 
our public school system? We all hope not. 
But it is the business of all believers in the 


the normal school.“ 


CHURCH KEEPS ANNIVERSARY. 


Memorial Baptist Organization Thirty- 
five Years Old—Prstor Tells of 
Its Early Struggles. 


The thirty-fifth anniversary of the Me 

morial Baptist church was observed yester-. 

cay, Dr. Lathan A. Crandall, the pastor, 

id in his sermon of the church's sirng- 
es. 

“ Thirty-five years ago today this church 
was organized.in the chapel of the old Chi- 
‘cago university,” he said. The members 
were largely from the faculty and etudents 
of that institution. The first.church house 
was erected in Thirty-fifth street, at the foot 
of Rhodes avenue, in 1870. The church was 
small, the financial burdens heavy, ard at 
one time there was serious thought of dis- 
banding. After the great fire the First 
church removed to its present location, only 
four blocks from our church, and it became 
apparent that the close proximity of these 
churches was unfavorable to the growth 
of the smaller of the two. 

“Our church then purchased the prop- 
erty of a Congregational church in Oakwood 
boulevard, taking possession Feb. 26, 1882. 
At this time the name was changed from 
University Place church to Memorial church. 

When the church removed to its present 
location it was expected that a new. building 
would be erected within five years. Owing 
to various causes more than seventeen years 
elapsed before building was undertaken, and 
the present beautiful was 
April 14, 1901.”

LESSON NO. 115—The Living Room. 


HERE is no surer indication of one’s 
temperament than the appearance of 
the home which one has been instru- 
mental in arranging. ‘The daily en- 
vironment in turn wields a potent in- 
fluence over the character of the person and 
s)0uld be studied from an educational stand- 
point, as well as from that of comfort, 

A living room should be restful, although 
that does not mean uninteresting formality, 
where every object seems glued into place. It 
should be attractive without exciting 
Visual sense too much, as is the case with an 


apartment decorated in a striking design of 


wall covering, pronounced colors, and a mul- 


tiplicity of ornaments. 


— 

Color appeals to the ignorant first, tone 
and mass to the educated. Therefore, if we 
would improve our surroundings, form is the 
first consideration. Broad horizontal bands 
about a room lend it dignity and balance 
the picturesque features, such as draperies 
und ornaments. For this reason the frieze 
is a necessary adjunct and should be the 
prominent part of the wall decoration. The 

resent fashion of leaving the side walls and 

Hings in monochrome with an ornate frieze 
is excellent, for no picture ever looked right 
against a highly decorated background—and 


a room without pictures is like a plant with- 


out bloom. 


An authority on such matters suggests that 
the side wall covering bear a subtle design 
which should give it texture—one that.mizht 
be interesting upon close observation, but 
not of sufficient prominence to beckon at- 
tention. No matter how ornate the design 


of the frieze it should never seem modeled— ~ 


flatness is the inexorable law of all mural 
decoration. . 
Céilings should seem to rise, therefore they 
should be Hghter in color than the frieze. If 
especially designed by hand vaulted effects 
ma be produced by the careful perspection 
in the composition, as is seen in the arrange- 
ment of clouds and winged figures on ceilings

In choosing the dominant color note of a 
room, the complexion of the regular occu- 
pants should be more carefully considered 
than if the color were to be worn, as once 
placed it usually remains for some months. 
Shades of dull ecru or cream, pale chocolate 
or tan, combined with rich browns or dull 
reds (the latter in small quantities), is the 
safest arrangement for people of dark or 
muddy complexions; while fair, clear skins 
outlined against grays, dull blues, or olive 
greens, are at their best. The modern in- 
tense red and green shades are an abomina- 
tion in a home, for, like photography, they 
magnify every defect in the appearance of 
both furnishings and people. 

Marked designs or color in the mural deco- 
ration should be echoed in the rugs, drap- 
eries, and accessories, but in a subtle man- 
rer, as pronounced repetitions are not in 
good taste, the whole room losing 
by too much repetition of the motif. 


Let the furniture be arranged with an eye 
to balance. Study the room from a little dis- 


tance, with the eyes half closed. If all parts 


of the floor seem to be equally weighted and 
the masses of light and dark equally dis- 
tributed, the arrangement cannot be far from 
correct. Couches, divans, and chairs which 
are merely ornamental are out of place in a 
home room, These articles should be select- 
ed for their utility as well as beauty, and by 
simple flowing lines suggest at once a com- 


kortable seat. A variety of heights in seats 


and backs of chairs is desirable that all oc- 
cupants of the room may be suited, | 

The Japanese fashion of exhibiting only a 
few ornaments at once and changing them 
periodically is admirable, as nearly all ob- 
jects of art grow less interesting if always in 
view. Floral decorations are the most notice- 


‘able, therefore great care should be taken as 
to the proper setting for even a single rose, 


so that the colors in the room may not de- 
tract from ita loveliness. Blossoms of any 
hue in a harmonious receptacle and placed 
against a neutral background are a well- 
spring of joy, but a bouquet of pink carna- 
tions in a bright red room is a nightmare in 
color.

Creatore drew over 6,000 people yesterday to 
the Auditorium, where afternoon and evening 
he and his Italian band gave what were an- 
nounced as their last concerts in Chicago this 
season. It is probable that the greater num- 
ber of these patrons spent their money as 
much with the idea of seeing Creatore as of 
hearing him. And yet they heard some un- 
usually good band music. It is in some re- 
spects a pity that so much stress has been 
laid on the eccentric movements of Creatore 
while conducting. The public is not inclined 
to take his musical offering seriously, and in 
many ways that offering is well worthy of 
being so taken. For the intensely temper- 
amental Italian achieves some excellent re- 
sults with his small company of players. 
He is essentially individual in his reading 
of all compositions, but the readings are so 
unmistakably the outcome of a strong musi- 
cal nature, that they are not without interest 
and artistic value. 

Creatore goes through no end of motions 
while conducting—he is probably the most 
strenuous of all strenuous leaders—but any 
one who watches him closely cannot but 
admit that there is never the element of con- 
scious posing in any of his attitudes. His 
movements are the result of a well defined 
desire on his part, and that desire is a musical 
one. The man seems gifted with an abnor- 
mally acute sense for dynamic proportion in 
music; and if his movements while directing 
be closely observed and his facial expression 
noted it will be seen that every motion is 
made with the purpose of securing a certain 
musical effect—the intensifying of some dyna- 
mic shading, or the modifying of some tone 
quality. He is deadly in earnest when con- 
ducting, and hie actions are but a manifesta- 
tion of that earnestness. The manifestation 


may be amusing and in certain ways may 


seem unnecessary, but no careful and just 


observer of his work can deny his sincerity 


and his freedom from all affectation.

Malek Recital. fe 
Ottakar Malek, a Bohemian pianist, made 
his formal début in Chicago last evening at 
the Studebaker. He labored under the 
marked disadvantage of having been adver- 
tised in flamboyant fashion, such phrases 
as Bohemia's greatest pianist,” An- 
other great artist from Prague, and sim- 
flarly extravagant descriptions having been 
liberally emplayed in announcing his recital. 
His patrons were justified by such state- 
ments in expecting a virtuoso of exceptional 
powers, one of the pianistic masters of the 
world. Disapppintment could but be their 
portion, for while Mr. Malek proved a player 
of certain abilities, he is not yet in a position 
to startle by work that its extraordinary. 
Whoever is responsible for the circus meth- 


ods employed in announcing the young 


pianist did him a wrong and ran the risk 
of sacrificing even such kindly considera- 


‘tion as his performance merited. . 


Forgetting, however, the manner of an- 
nouncement, and considering only the play- 
ing itself, it may be said that Mr. Malek 
is an interesting pianist—interesting because 
he keeps his hearer constantly wondering 
as to what he will do next. He is a devotee 
of strong contrasts. Touch, tempo, dyna- 
mics, expression, all are assiduously and 
ceaselessly contrasted. His technical edquip- 
ment is large, especially in the matter of 
finger work, but he frequently lets his 
fingers run away with him, and his inces- 
sant seeking for variety of effects lends 
his playing a nervous quality, which robs 
it of the repose essential to true artistic 
worth. He was clearly nervous last evening, 
but the slips resultant from this kind of 
nervousness were easily forgiven. It was 
the nervous unrest in the technical and in- 
terpretative manner employed, which was 
objectionable. 

And yet it must not be understood from 
this that Mr. Malek is a pianist not without 
certain high abilities. The tone he wins from 
the instrument is frequently of marked 
beauty; his scale is often admirably clear 
and pearly, and he can accomplish satisfy- 
ing results in the differentiating of the voices 
in polyphonic work. He shows good musica 
taste and understanding when his fingers do 
not get the better of his judgment, and there 
is in his playing a certain personality. which 
enables him to hold his hearers’ attention. 
His work last night was frequently techni- 
cally ragged, his rhythm inexact, and his 
readings eccentric, and yet there is decided 
talent and a fair degree of ability in the man. 
It is entirely probable that if he would devote 
some one or two years to getting himself 
thoroughly and completely in hand, com- 
pleting his technic, and gaining repose in in- 
terpretation, and would then come forward 
untier sane and creditable conditions, he 
would succeed in winning the public’s esteem 
and approval. The talent is undoubtedly his.

100 LARGE FAMILIES CAUSE POV- 
ERTY, SAYS E. C. WENTWORTH. 


Extravagance 4% Is Neted by the 
Bureau of Charities Worker—Fewer 
Children Weald Avert Much Suffer- 
ing, He Saye—Burden Is Too Great 

for Young Persons—Fensions for the 
Aged Are Advecateéd—Misse Addams 
Tells of Seetal Regeneration.”

families for their own good was the opinion 
‘advanced last evening by E. C. Wentworth 
at the annual meeting of the south central 
district of the bureau of charitues at Bt.

EXPLAINS MANY RUMORS. 


Negotiations Are Said to Have 


Been Going On Quietly 
for Several Months. 


Pittsburg, Pa., Dec. 6.—[Special.}]—On the 
eve of the National league’s conclave in 
New York there have been discovered in 
this city the broken ends of a skein, which, 
if it is ever untangled. will not only explain 
but substantiate in great part the belief that 
efforts have been end are being made to con- 
solidate the National and American leagues. 

While Ban Johnson and his colleagues have 
been scoffing at the idea of consolidation and 
the league magnates most directly interested 
in the affair have talked all around the sub- 
ject, it is learned on authority which is con- 
sidered absolutely réliable that a deal has 
been on for at least a partial consolidation 
of the two circuits and that these negotia- 
tions have been going on quietly for several 

months. This deal involved nothing less 
than the transfer of the Cincinnati and itts- 
burg franchises to the Johnson circuit and 
this intricate problem was actually under- 
taken with the expectation of solving it by 
peaceable means satisfactory to all parties. 


Details Closely Guarded. 


What method the principals to this monu- 

mental scheme hoped or planned to adept 
to aceomplish this cannot be learned, as the 
full details are known to only three men— 
Messrs. Dreyfuss, Hermann, and Johnson— 
although a few other club owners have been 
taken partially Into their confidence. From 
the same source as that from which this in- 
formation was derived it was learned that 
the {ll fated disaster to the Philadelphia Na- 
tional league stands was the beginning of the 
deal. Shortly after that accident, it is said, 
President Johnson made to Garry Hermann 
a tempting offer to desert the Nationa! and 
cast his lot with the syndicate organization. 
The same offer made the conditions that, 
through. Hermann, the Pittsburg magnate 
be induced to do the same, and that some 
way be found in which it could be done with- 
out precipitating another war. 
It is said the offer met the approval of both 
Dreyfuss and Hermann at the time, as both 
were responsible, to a great extent, for the 
new Philadelphia syndicate, besides having 
much capital invested in the club, with the 
prospect of having to bolster up the courage 
of the Philadelphia owners and then come to 
the rescue of the St. Louis club as well. 


Reasons for Dissatisfaction. 


They were the only men in the league who 
apparently took an active interest in the 
affairs of the other clubs, and they felt de- 
pressed by the attitude of indifference of men 
like Brush, who had coined money all the 
Ek of Soden, and Conant of Boston, who 

ve reaped fortunes out of the game in the 
past, and by the knowledge that no as- 
sistance could be looked for from the Brook- 
lyn or Chicago clubs, which are chiefly 
backed by capitalists not actively identified 
With their clubs.

Some One May Have “Squealed.”

Usual Dullness in Lumber. 

The lumber situation is thus reviewed by 
the American Lumberman: 

“Reviewing the market situation at this 
late time in the year is almost a perfunctory 
duty. This is a season of trade subsidence. 
Consumption approaches the minimum, de- 
mand is not urgent, now business is post- 
poned until the new year, and no one is look- 
ing for startling developments; in fact, al 
welcome the time of pause, relaxation, and 
an opportunity to.take account of stock and 
balance the books. 

It can be Said that the general feeling is 
one of more confidence than prevailed in 
October, when there was a brooding fear 
that financial depression might spread from 
Wall street throughout the country. But 
as weeks have passed and no general disaster 
has come, while the monetary situation out- 
side of New York has improved, lumbermen. 
as well as business men in other lines, have 
taken new courage and are looking for an- 
other prosperous year. It is not expected 
that there will be that magnitude of move- 
ment, under the stimulus of speculation, 
that prevailed in 1902 and a part of this year, 
but it is believed that there will be a normal- 
ly full requirement at profitable prices." 


Coal Prices Hold Steady. 

As to the fuel situation, the Black Diamond 
has to say: 

‘* Notwithstanding that weather conditions 
and some other causes have contributed ele- 
ments which should have resulted in a 
firmer coal market at Chicago and other 
points during the week, prices have held 
steady and the buying, has been confined 
almost entirely to the normal channels ex- 
pected at this season of the year. Weather 
conditions have been ideal from the stand- 
point of the consumption of coal. Although 
the temperature throughout the west has not 
been severely cold, it has been such that the 
consumption of coal has been steady at most 
all points, and nearly as much has been re- 
quired by domestic consumers as will be 
needed during the colder months of the year.

far western retail distributers of coal. The 
latter continue with short stocks at most 
points, and were it not for the fact that the 
weather-in. the western country has been 
comparatively mild would be comparatively 
heavy,buyers af, eastern coals at this time.
